9 surprising,’’ the letter states, 
“because among so many patients one would 
think there would be some hysterical cases 
which would be cured. Schlatter is evi- 
dently a German, with broad, heavy feat- 
ures, and was formerly employed in a stove 
factory here. He went afterwards to New 
Mexico, where he was often heard to refer 
to himself as the Messiah. His patients are 
of the lowest order. He does not profess to 
cure them immediately, but says to each: 
‘You will be well in two, four or six months,’ 
as the oase may be.“ 

“It ts evident to me,” said Dr. Hughes, 
“that any cures that may be effect by 
Schiatter are based upon psychical im- 
pression or hypnotic suggestion. It is the im- 
pression made upon the mind which in turn 
acts upon the body. Patients suffering from 
functional diseases of the will may be cured 
in this way, just as people are often cured 
by the water of certain springs which would 
make them sick if they drank it at home. 
Hysterical patients sometimes come to me 
from a distance full of expectant hope, and 
in many cases they begin to recover before 
the treatment is well under way. 

“You remember St. Paul says: ‘Faith is 
the substance of things hoped for; the evi- 
dence of things unseen.’ People who go to 
See Schlatter and come away feeling cured 
certainly present to other comers the 
stance of things hoped for, and other 

ims have still greater faith because t 
ave the impression upon their minds of 
cures demonstrated upon others.” 

Dr. W. W. Boyd, pastor of the. Second 
Baptist Church, is undecided in his mind 
Whether or not to regard Schlatter as a 
fraud. 

“It is difücult,“ the Doctor said, for us 
to determine just how much can be accom- 
plished by that kind of faith. If all the 
stories told of Schlatter are true he Is cer- 
tainly a wonderful man. It is said that he 
can tell by looking at people whether or 
not they have faith in his power, and will 
not treat those who are skeptical. This 
‘would indicate a power of intuition that is 
marvelous. It is impossible for us to say 
that cures by faith are not accomplished. 
There seems to me to be some virtue in the 
Christian science belief that many diseases 
exist only in the mind, and if such is the 
case they can be cured by faith. It is 
simply a demonstration of the control of 
the mind over matter.“ 


Dr. James L. Bauer said: “I cannot ex- 
press myself with relation to the supposed 
remarkable (7) powers possessed by one 
Schlatter of Denver, other than by a quote- 
tion found in The Mental Physiology of 
Carpenter, page 634. 

“Any system of treatment, however, ab- 
surd, that can be puffed into public noto- 
riety for efficacy, any individual who, by 
design or accident, obtains a reputation for

Call the State Convention for the nomination 
of candidates for the various State offices 
after the National Democratic Convention 
has been held. 


It will not be denied by any Democrat 
that the instructions of 4 State Conven- 
tion are of immeasurably greater weight 
than the request or petition of a few in- 
dividual members of the party. Cer- 
tainly this will not be questioned by any 
member of the State Committee whose 
right to be a committeeman is derived 
solely and only from the body that gave 
him the instructions.

Disgraceful Scenes Witnessed at 
the St. Louis Fair Grounds. 


GAMBLERS PAY THE EXPENSE 


Many Defalcations Traced Directly to 
the Track Influences—The Anti-Pool 
Room Law Practically Nullified. 


Three thousand men and women of all 
sorts and conditions cheering on a dosen 
horses as they flounder through a sea of 
mud may be seen any afternoon at the 
Fair Grounds race track. x 

As at present conducted the place is @ 
race track in name only, so far as legiti- 
mate sport is concerned. Most of the 
horses are the cast-off of the big tracks of 
the East, run out by hostile legislation and 
are driven over the course week after week 


in order to make business for the book-mak- 
ers who have found their occupation taken 
from them in Chicago, New York and Cin- 
cinnati by recently adopted laws regulating 
such matters. 

One of the worst features of the thing 
just now is the condition of the track. A 
good one ordinarily, it is at present one of 
the worst in the world. Soaked by the late 
rains and churned up by the feet of the 
horses it is simply a streak of black, elim 
mud from end to end. Down the 
there are pools of water fetlock 
through which the horses splash re | 
flounder until the colors of the jocke 
who belabor them unmercifully, are bi 
out of existence.
